The News is one paper, out of many, 
that rejoices today over the everlasting 
end of the open saloon, and is also pleased 
and it has helped in a measure to bring 
this about, by fighting’ a steady and 
strenuous battle against hard liquor and 
open saloons ever since the present owner- 
ship took place, over-three years ago. 

The liquor interests have died hard, 
but now they are in the discard and the 
American people will never again. vote, 
to open saloons. Some day in the future 


- beer and light wines may be granted a 


trifle leeway, but the open saloon will 
never again be an institution in the 
United States. That time is now past and 
may as well be forgotten. 

The dispatches of yesterday and_ this 
morning to the effect that beer and wine 
of light alcoholic pereentage is going to 
be allowed? is just another dying gasp 
of the booze outfit. Nothing of the kind 
will be allowed. Here and there a judge 
or somebody else will, of course, ‘‘start 
something,’’ but it will not be long until 
the fighters will realize the inevitable 
and give up the ghost. [It has been that 
way in every state in the Union which 
has gone dry, and now it will be that way 
for a while in varbious places, but they 
soon get to the end of their rope, and 
after a few hundred of them land behind 
prison bars they will know where they 
are at. 

Up until Saturday night the liquor peo- 
ple nearly all seemed to believe that 
President Wilson would interfere in their 
behalf, but any sane man who would give 
that serious thought for a moment could 
easily figure it out that he would da 
nothing of the sort. The News knew he 
would not and had not the remotest idea 
that he would, and for the following 
reasons: 

President Wilson is one of the shrewd- 
est politicians in the world. If he had 
not been he would not be President of 
the United States. He has unquestion- 
ably kept in close touch by cable with 
everything that has been going on in this 
country during his stay abroad. He 
knows that three-fourths of the states 
have, through their chosen legal repre- 
sentatives, ratified the constitutional 
amendment, making bone-dry prohibition 
effective January first next. He knows 
that the various legislatures would not 
have so voted unless their constituencies 


wanted them to, as all legislative bodies. 


keep a careful finger on the publie pulse 
and know absolutely what the peopte 
want and what they do not want. The 
President knows just what has happened 
in the states where the people themselves 
have taken votes on this vital quetion. 
He knows that the big majority in both 
our houses of congress would not have 
voted as they have unless they knew be- 
yond any doubt that the people demanded 
it of them. $n short, President’ Wilson 
knows just exactly what is in the minds 
of a vast majority of the American peo- 
ple, and to say or think for a minnto that 
he wis going to persenally defy the -vil! 
of such a majority of his fellow country- 
men would be an insult to his intelligence. 

San Francisco has disgraced itself and 
the State of California until it would be 
ashamed of itself if it had any shame, 
which it has not. For days and nights now 
it has been on a noisy, nasty, fighting, 
puking drunk and laying down in the jails 
and gutters and wallowing in it. What- 
ever pride we ever felt for the people 
there is dead now, and we point, the finger 
of shame at them, pity them for the poor 


idiots they are and are thoroughly dis-— 


gusted with them. Oakland was a close 
second, and its jails ‘are full this morning 
and their strects and sidewalks are 
smeared with the vomit of ten thousand 
drunken fools. Richmond,- thank God, 
and with manly pride be it said, went 
right along in the even tenor of its way 
and did nothing unusual and did not dis- 
grace itself in the minds cf dzcant and 
law-abiding people. 

In San Francisco it has taken a thous- 
and extra policemen to haul away the 
dranken scts, and men and women have 
been fighting, yelling, crazy drunk in the 
Streets for days and nights, tearing the 
clothes off each other and drowning their 
empty brains in alcoholic hellfire.

CALIFORNIA STARTED IT 


In the working out of ‘‘farms for sgl- 
diers’’ throughout the United States, the 
success of the farm colony started hardly 
more than a year ago at Durham, Cali- 
fornia, will doubtless prove an important 
national asset. Dr. Elwood Mead, chair- 
man of the California commission respon- 
sible for the Durham plan, is acting as 
chief adviser to Mr. Lane, Secretary of 
the national Department of the Interior, 
in the large scheme of soldier coloniza- 
tion, and it will be rather surprising if the 
suedess of the California enterprise does 
not get the example for the ‘soldier 
farms.” Briefly the plan assumed that 
successful farming must begin, not on 
raw land, but on land already improved 
and made ready for the raising of crops, 
and that men of industry and good char- 
acter could profitably be assisted by the 
State in taking up such farms. Fortunate- 
ly the experiment was not altogether new. 
The California board could study a sim- 
ilar plan in Australia, covering twenty 
years or more, and for that reason the 
results at Durham can be looked at is a 


real and lasting success. — Christian 
Science Monitor.
